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Boundary Line Between New-York and 
\ NewsJersey, 

The case disposed of before Judge tigcoreise 
in. thé United States Cirouit Court, yesterday, 
and fully reported in our columns this morn- 
fog, involved: questions of great interest to 
thé States of New-York atid New-Jersey, and 
especially to that large portidn of the citizens 
of both who are engaged in the clam busi- 
ness. 

- Our readers may recollect the scalimeiah 
among the clam-boats a year and more ago, 
caused by the seizuré of several vessels be- 
longing to New-Yorkers by the New-Jersey 
authorities for having been engaged in clam- 
ming, as they ‘alleged, in  NewJersey 
waters. Some proceedings grew out of the 
seizures, in which it was attempted to chargé 
the Jerseymen with piracy, as having with an 
armed force seizéd-these vessels on the high 
seas. And another form which the contro- 
versy took was that of personal suits against 
the New-Jersey Sheriff for trespass in taking 
the vessels. The trial of one of these suits 
was finished yesterday, and resulted in a ver- 
dict for damages against the Sheriff, uader 
the express direction of the Judge, and in 
the determination of some special questions 
which were also put to them by the court in 
such a way as to give a curious aspect to the 
whole affair. 

The main point ia the case was as.to' the 

territorial limit of New-Jersey. By the com- 
pact made between New-York and New-Jer- 
sey,-and ratified by Congress in 1884, the 
boundary line between the States was declar- 
ed to be “the middle of the Hudson River, of 
the Bay of New-York, of the waters between 
Staten Island and New-Jersey, and of Rari- 
tan Bay to the main sea.” Andthe first ques- 
‘tion Was what was meant by the “ main sea :” 
for the seizuré of this vessel by the Sheriff 
took place’ so near Sandy Hook that the 
determination of this question in the way 
claimed by the plaintiff would show that she 
was seized outside of the limits of the State 
ef New-Jersey. The claim of the plaiotiff 
was that all the water of the bays which was 
not within the fauces terre was the “ niain 
sea,” and these fauces are held to be the 
points where the land en the one side and the 
other is so near that persons can be plainly 
distinguished with the naked eye from one 
shore to the other. This view would make 
the “yoain sea” begin near Princess Bay 
light, and the boundary between New-York 
and: New-Jersey end there. The greater part 
of Raritan Bay would be “ main sea.” 
* But Judge Sureman did not adopt this view. 
He held as matter of law that the “maia 
ea” began at a line drawn from the point of 
Sandy Heok to Coney Island, and of course 
unless the jury found that the seizure was 
north of the middle of that line, they must 
find that it took place in New-Jersey. They 
found that it was south of that line, and that 
the vessel was therefore seized within the 
limits of New-Jersey. . 

The effect of such a determination of this 
question of law is to throw the main ship 
channel, as i¢ passes by Sandy Hook, entirely 
within the State of New-Jersey.. As the 
waters, however, are to be free“for. all navi-. 
gation, this’ result may not, perhaps, be of 
much importance. . Questions may arise, 
however, hereafter, which will make it very 

important. 

The most curious result, however, of the 
trial is that it determines that thia portion of 
the ship channel, although within the limits 
of New Jersey, is not within the limits of any 
edunty in that State. This arises from the 
different wording of the boundary line of the 
County of Monmouth from that ofthe State. 


We have given the words which set. forth! 


the boundary line of the State; that 
of .the county is described to be 
“the middie or midway of the waters of Rari- 
tan Bay from the line of Middiesex.County to 
the main ‘channel, which passes by Sandy 
Hook, and along the same channel to the sea.” 
Now, if our readers will take. a chart of the 
Lower Bay, they will see that the main chan- 
nel, where it tums round the Southwest 
Spit, is far south and west ofthe middle point 
of the line from Coney Island to Sandy Hook. 
And as. Monmouth County only ruins to the 
channel, of course the channel itself, and all 
thé water north and east of it to that middle 
point, woald fnot. be in’ Monmonu unty, 
though in New-Jersey, And the jury, finding 
that the vessel was seized in the main ship 
channel, found that it was not seized within 
the limits of Monmouth County. 


What the effect of this upon the case itself 
will. be. remains to be seen. If the verdict 
on this point stands, it may result in the 
plaintiff's holding his verdict, although he 
was within New-Jersey waters. For it 
would be very doubtful whether the Sheriff of 
Monmouth Would be justified in making a 


seizure outside of the limits of his county. 


And whether the verdict will have any ef- 
fect upon the State of New-Jersey, remains 
to be seen. If she regards i at all, she 
ought at once to rectify the. boundary line of 
Monmouth County; or make # new county 
out of this unappropriated territory. Leaving’ 
it in this unsettled state. may again, as it has

- The usual accuracy and intelligence which 
have marked the statements of this corres- 
pondént respecting the military plans of the 
rebels add, significance to this statement as.an 
expression of the purpose of the’ febel lead- 
ers.. But whether we are to regard the late 
movements of LoxGsrrerr as exhausting all 
that had been planned for the recovery of 
East Tennessee, is not so clear. . It would be 
eomforting to think so, as Lowesrnerr’s appa- 
rent purpose to make a flanking movement 
against Knoxville, by way of Sevierville, has 
been well foiled. It fs just possible that we 
have, in an item of n-ilitary intelligence re- 
ported this morning, the explanation both of 
the sudden retreat of Jounston’s drmy from 
Dalton, and the sudden. cessation of Lona- 
strEEr’s éfforts against Knoxville. An impor- 
tant expedition under Gen. Suzxuaw is hinted 
at, and if Mobile be supposed .as its object—a 
supposition strengthened by the rebel reports 
of‘naval activity looking toward an attack 
on that point—this fact may haye been suffi- 
cient to compel the withdrawal of Jounsrow 
for the purpose of covering Mobile. This 
compulsory withdrawal of the rebel army 
from Guant’s front would, of coursé, enable 
that Commander to send any force required 
to make East Tennessee secure beyond a per- 
adventure, and this, in turn, may have oper- 
ated to thwart all the designs of Loncsrazst. 
We do not throw this out: as anything more 
than a hypothesis; but it is a hypothesis, 
which has, at least, the meritof explaining a 
series of military movements, on the part of 
the rebels, which have hitherto been: incom- 
prehensible. 


Tar Bacs-Track ow Tux Consonrrriox Bit. 
—The House of Representatives seems to be 
doing its utmost to-undo all that the Senate 
did for the improvement of the Conscription 
Bill. That body, yesterday, voted to re- 
duce .the price of .commutation from 
$400; at which the Senate had fixed it, 
to $300—the. old figure. But this isa 
small matier. It did much worse than that. 
It restored (by ‘a vote of 79 against 49) the 
fatal error of making the payment of the 
three hundred dollar commutation work ez- 
emption for the whole period of three years ! 
We cannot help thinking this a most unwise 
measure. The facts brought out in the course 
ot the Senate debates on this point proved 
conclusively that the effect of this will be in 
a very short time to exhaust the military 
basis, and dry up the only fountain whence 


soldiérs. can be drawn. The experience of: 


the last draft shows that a large proportion of 
those drafted will avall themselves of the 
privilege of exemption by commutation. Each 
man who pays his three hundred dollars. will 
have in his pocket a certificate of exemp- 
tion from draft for three years, and . it 
will not take a great number of drawings to 
rule the whole serviceable population out of 
the lists. The Senate in its bill provided a 
partial remedy for this enormous evil by the 
provision that the paymentof commutation 
shguld relieve the commuter from the draft in 
filling that quota only, and his name should be 
retained on the roll in filling future quotas. 
Another excellent feature of the, Senate’s 
bill was the division of substitutes into two 
classes—those themselves liable to draft and 
those not liable to draft: and it provided that 
complete exemption for three years was only 
be obtained by furnishing a substitute from 
the class not liable to draft, (as aliens,. per- 
sons under twenty years o€ age, &c.,) while 
drafted persons furnishing substitutes. from 
the class themselves subject to draft were to 
be again liable to draft on the exhaustion of 
the enrollment.
